LONDON,  Sept.  10. — Field  Mar- 
shal Halg's  historic  order  iiteued  to- 
day set  beside  his  famous  "Back  to 
the  wall"  order  of  six  months  ago, 
pointedly  marks  the  end  of  one  of 
the  most  critical  periods  in  British 
history. 

It  la  universally  felt  that  Field 
Marshal  Halg's  order  marks  the  be- 
ginning of  a  new  period  In  the  world 
struggle,  to  which  the  nation  is  able 
to  look  forward  with  hope  and  oon- 
Hdence.  There  Is  growing  evidence 
that  the  enemy  now  will  withdraw  to 
the  HIndenburg  line  and  try  to  make 
his  stand  there  and  begin  a  new 
phase  of  defensive  warfare. 

For  the  moment  there  is  a  com- 
parative lull  In  the  fighting  opera- 
tions, partly  due  to  adverse  weather 
conditions.     In  the  meantime,  all  dl»- 

"  ^faV^iiSllerlng  of  the  ene- 
my's home  front.  Prominent  among 
these  dispatches  today  are  renewed 
reports  of  a  coming  political  crisis 
in    both   Germany    and    Austria. 

There  is  nothing  deOnite  or  official 
In  these  reports,  but  should  they  ma- 
terialise they  win  bring  to  the  front 
new  men  able  to  inaugurate  new 
lines  of  diplomacy,  especially  in  the 
direction  of  support  to  the  idea  of 
a  league  of  nations. 

Rumors  are  persistent  that  Dr.  W. 
S.  Bolf,  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  is  about  to  succeed  Imper- 
ial Chancellor  von  Hertllng.  and  that 
Count  Czernin  iwll  return  to  the 
helm  of  foreign  politics,  either  as 
Premier  of  Foreign  Secretary.  It  is 
stated,  ^ut  denied,  by  the  Berlin 
Vorwaerts  that  PhUip  Scheidamann 
and  Matthias  Eraberger,  the  former 
Socialist  and  the  latter  Ckthollo 
Center  Party,  would  be  mambers  of 
the  new  Solf  Oovomment  and  that 
the  members  of  the  majortty  parties 
in  the  German  Reichstag  are  hold- 
ing conferences  to  draft  a  programme 
of  war  and  peace  aims  which  they 
will  endeavor  to  get  the  now  govern- 
ment to  adopt. 

According  to  an  Amsterdam  dis- 
patch to  the  Exchange  Telegraph 
Co..  Admiral  von  Hintxe,  the  Oarman 
Foreign  Sooretary,  was  aommoned  to 
the  great  headiiuarteTs  last  night  to 
meet  Oenarai  LudendorfF  and  Field 
Marshal  von  HIndenburg  and  report 
on  his  conferences  at  Vienna.

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LONDOK.  8ept.  10.— The  Ameri- 
can ship  Dora,  formerly  under  the 
Austrian  Hag,  was  torpedoed  and  sunk 
on  September  4,  approximately  400 
miles  off  France,  as  the  result  of  an 
attack  on  a  cargo  convoy.  The  crew 
was  saved.  The  steamship  was 
struck  at  «:S0  o'clock  in  tha  morn- 
ing. A  calm  sea  enabled  all  the 
crew  of  elghty-flve  to  escape.  They 
were    picked    up    by    destroyers. 

The  submarine  took  up  a  position 
about  160  yards  from  the  starboard 
side  of  the  convoy  column,  and  about 
an  equal  distance  from  the  nearest 
destroyer  and  fired  at  the  Dora, 
which  was  heading  the  column 
three  vessels. 

The  lookout  reported  seeing  a  perU 
cope  Jqst  after  the. wake  of 

cargo,  army  supplies,  as  high  as  the 
mast  tops,  but  only  one  member  of 
the   crew  was  hurt. 

The  escorting  ships  dropped 
merous  depth  charges  where  It 
believed  the  torpedo  came  from. 
Owing  to  the  speed  with  which  the 
warships  acted,  and  the  close  prox- 
imity of  the  U-boat,  it  is  considered 
possible  that  the  submarine  was 
either  destroyed  or  badly  damaged.

WASHINOTON.  Sept.  10.— New 
evidence  of  the  shortage  of  man 
power  in  GernMiny  haa  reached  Wash- 
ington from  an  authoritative  source. 
It  was  learned  today,  showing  that 
seven  enemy  divisions  on  the  Western 
front  had  been  disbanded  entirely  fof 
lack  of  men.  There  are  now  only 
196  0«rman  divlsiona  on  the  entire 
front,  according  to  these  reports,  and 
of  these  there  are  only  sixteen  that 
have  not  been  engaged  in  heavy 
flghting  of  the  present  year. 

In  at  least  eight  divisions  the  bat- 
talion formation  haa  been  reduced  to 
three  companies  from  four,  which 
means  a  reduction  of  one-fourth  In 
flghting  strength.

The  headway  thus  made  in  encircling 
the  St.  Oobaln  positions  constituted  the 
most  Important  feature  of  yesterdays 
operations,  because  the  objective  in  this 
section  Is  unquestionably  the  German 
base  at  Laon.  the  keystone  of  the  whole 
Qerman  defensive  system. 

Havln«  forced  a  pasaaae  of  the  Croai- 
at  Canal  opposite  the  La  Kere-8t.  Quen- 
tln  front,  the  Frencli  have  rapidly  de- 
veloped    the    forward     thrust. 

Advances  of  well  towards  Hve  miles 
beyond  the  canal  have  been  scored  at 
some  points.  Five  towns  were  taken 
m  this  region,  including  Ksslgny-le-

Bast  of  Blavovstohcnsk  there  are 
19,000  of_^«  enemy  who  are  In 
Btronffly-defended  positions  at  Kha- 
barovak,  and  should  the  enemy  offer 
rMlatanoa,  the  Allies  must  be  ado- 
qu^ely  prepared. 

A  Nlkolalvsk  report  says  the  Far 
Kastern  Commission  have  moved  to 
Aliexief  from  Khabarovsk  and  has 
passed  a  resolution  to  fight  until  the 
list  man. 

The  Csechs  advancing  from  Irkutsk 
hav«  occupied  Chita.  Kalim.  and  Oea- 
aya  and  effected  a  Junction  with  Cien- 
erml  Semenoff.  advancing  from  Man- 
chuU  at  the  Omansa  River.  According 
to  prisoners  enemy  troops  at  Zabaikal, 
hearing  of  the  Japanese  advance  from 
Manchull.  have  become  demoralized 
and  are  deserving. 


PARIS,  Sept.  JO, — Important  pro- 
gress toward  the  southern  end  of  tha 
Hindenburg.  line,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  La  Fere,  north  of  the  St. 
Oobaln  forest,  has  been  made  by  the 
French  forces.  The  War  Office  last 
night  announced  the  capture  of  the 
LljS  fort,  north  of  the  town  of  Ller. 
and  of  wooded  region  souths  of  the 
Olse,  where  the  Servais  Station  waa 
taken  as  well  as  the  wootfed  area 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  south. 

"North  of  the  La  Fere  region  the 
French  preseed  in  far,  capturing  the 
towns  of  Remigny.Monte  Scout-Llzer- 
ollea.  CIaBtr«8,  Seracourt-le-Orand, 
Roupy,  and  Etrevlllera,  the  last  two 
towns  being  within  S'/z  miles  of  St. 
Quentin." 

Tha  text  of  the  staetment  reads: 
"New  progresa  was  realised  today  by 
our  troops  at  various  points  on  the 
battlefront. 

"We  have  captured  the  villages  of 
Etrevillers  and  Roupy.  Beyond  the 
Crocat  Canaf  we  have  takan  Sera- 
court-le-Orand, Claatrea,  Montes- 
court,  Licerollea,  and  Remigny.  Our 
advanoe  elements  occupied  Hill  103, 
south  of  Contescoort  station,  Essigny- 
le-Grand,  and   Hill   H7. 

"North  of  the  Olse  we  took  the 
fort  at  Liez,  the  wOod  northwest  of 
the  Canlers'  farm  and  the  Rouge 
farm. 

"South  of  the  Dise  we  have  taken 
Briquettay  and  the  Servais  station. 
Elsewhere  we  Improved  our  positions 
north  of  Laffaux  and  also  by  tha 
Alsne  and  Vesle  in  the  region  of 
Glennes. 

"ARMY  OF  THE  EAST,  Sept.  7.— 
There  was  activity  along  the  entire 
front,  particularly  west  of  the  Vardar 
In  the  bend  of  the  Cerna,  In  the  re- 
gion of  Monastir,  and  between  the 
lakes,  where  the  enemy  made  a  raid 
which  failed  with  losses.  In  Albania 
there   were   patrol   encounters."

"We  have  passed  through  many 
dark  days.  Please  God  these  will 
never  return,"  says  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  British  forces  in  France. 
In  an  order  of  the  day.  The  command- 
er then  says:  "The  enemy  has  now 
spent  his  effort." 

.  The  text  of  the  Field  Marshal's  or- 
der of  the  day  reads: 

"One  month  has  now  passed  since 
the  British  armies,  having  success- 
fully withstood  all  the  attacks  of  the 
enemy,  once  more  took  the  offensive 
in  their  turn.  In  that  short  space  of 
time,  by  a  aeries  of  brilliant  and 
skillfully  executed  actions  we  have 
repeatedly  defeated  the  same  German 
armies  whoae  vastly  superior  numbers 
compelled  our  retirement  last  Spring. 
What  has  happened  on  the  British 
front  haa  happened  also  on  the  front 
of  our  Allies. 

"Less  thin  six  months  after  the 
launching  of  the  great  German  of- 
fensive which  was  to  have  cut  the 
Allied  armies  in  two,  the  Allied  armies 
everywhere  are  advancing  victoriously 
side  by  Bide  over  the  same  battlefield, 
on  which  by  the  courage  and  stead- 
fastness of  their  defence,  they  broke 
the  enemy's  assaults. 

More  Has  to  Be  Done 

"Tct  more  has  been  done.  Already 
we  have  pressed  beyond  our  old  bat- 
tle lines  of  1917  and  have  made  a  wide 
breach  in  the  enemy's  strongest  dea- 
fences. 

"In  this  glorious  accomplishment 
all  ranks,  services  and  arms  of  the 
army  have  borne  their  part  in  the 
most  worthy  and  honorable  manner, 
■■•^he  capture  of  75,000  prisoners 
and  750  guns  In  the  course  of  four 
weeks'  fighting  speaks  for  the  mag- 
nitude of  your  efforts  and  the  mag- 
niflcance   of   your  achievements. 

"My  (hankn  are  due  to  all  ranks  of 
the  fighting  forces  for  their  indomit- 
able spirit  in  defence  and  In  their 
boldness  In  attack,  to  all  commanders 
and  their  staff  officers  under  whose 
able  direction  such  great  results  have 
been  attained,  and  also  to  all  those 
whose  unsparing  labors  behind  the 
actual  fighting  lines  have  contributed 
essentially  to  the  common  cause.  To 
have  commanded  this  splendid  army, 
which  at  a  lime  of  grave  crisis  has  so 
nobly  done  iu  duty  fills  rao  with 
pride.

PROFUS^E  IN  DECORATiDNS 


Commanders  Tell  Them  Allied 
Soldiers  They  Are  Fighting 
in  Murman  Are  Masquerad- 
ing White  Guards. 
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U.S.  Ambassador  Reports  Ger- 
many Makes  Compact  With 
Moscow  Regime  to  Oppose 
Intervention  In  Murman. 
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WASHIIiGTON,  Sept  10.— A*  new 
treaty  algned  in  Berlin  between  Bol- 
shevlat  controlled  Russia  and  Ger- 
many providee  that  if  the  Ruaslana 
fight  againat  the  Allies  In  the  North, 
Oermany  will  guarantee  no  attack 
against  Russia  by  Finland.  Oermany 
further  guarantees  that  the  coasting 
and  fishing  fleets  of  Russia  and  Fin- 
land now  in  Russian  waters  will  not 
be  molested.  In  return  for  thla  the 
Bolshevikl  promised  to  pay  Germany 
6.000,000,000  marks,  of  which  1.000,- 
000,000  la  to  be  paid  in  goods  from 
the  Ukraine,  3,600.000.000  in  gold  and 
paper  and  the  remainder  In  German 
marka  of   Roaalan   gold. 

This  informaUon  came  to  the  State 
Department  today  In  a  dispatch  from 
Ambassador  Francis  at  Archangel.  It 
ia  aaaumed  at  the  State  Department 
that  thia  is  one  of  the  supplementary 
items  to  the  Breet-LItovsk   treaty. 

It  also  Indicates  the  determination 
of  Germany  to  utilize  the  Bolshevikl 
to  the  utmost  in  the  efforts  to  stem 
the  activities  of  the  Allied  forcea,  the 
Cxecho-Slovaks  and  the  Don  Cossacks 
and  other  loyal  Russians. 

SAYS  AUSTRIA  IS 

NOT  DOWNHEARTED 


AMSTERDAM,  Sept  10. — An  ex- 
change of  vlewa  between  the  Central 
Powers  and  the  Entente  waa  ten- 
tatively auggeated  by  Baron  BurUn. 
the  Auatrla-Hungarian  foreign  min- 
iater, in  an  address  to  visiting  Ger- 
man newspapermen,  according  to  a 
Vienna  dispatch   today. 

Baron  Burlan  la  quoted  In  a  die- 
patch  from  Vienna  today  aa  aaying: 
"I  am  certain  that  thla  war  miiat 
coat  thia  tormented  earth  a  terrible 
amount  of  bloodshed  and  mfi  im- 
measurable deatructton  of  precloua 
poaaeaalons  before  the  end  can  be 
reached  by  the  military  overthrow  of 
the  enemy  if,  indeed,  thia  at  all  ia 
poasible." 

Continuing,  the  ralnlater  Aid:  "We 
are  oppreaaed  by  the  aame  carea,  but 
we  are  not  downhearted.  Ton  can 
convince  yourself  here  that  we,  Juat 
aa  those  in  Germany,  are  wa^lngr  a 
defenalve  war.  rejecting  all  reaponal- 
biUty  for  the  prolongation  of  the  war 
which  waa  criminally  forced  upon  ua 
by  the  enemy. 

"No  party  can  be  aura  of  the  iaane 
until  the  end  of  the  war,  but  it  la 
not  to  be  expected  that  either  pasty 
ahould  renounce  the  poaaiblllty  of  a 
military  rletory." 


ARCHANGEL,  Thursday.  Sept  5. 
— Many  Bolshevikl  engaged  against 
the  AIIie8..are  Ignorant  as  to  the 
Identity  of  the  forces  they  are  Hght- 
Ing,  an  AmeHcan  ofnclal  who  haa 
returned  from  the  Bolshevikl  front 
with  prisoners.  Informed  the  corre- 
spondent today.

F^hermen    throughout    the    Island 
and   Provhaoo   will  be    keenly    inter- 
ested in  the  description  of  the  prim- 
rose-colored  salmon   which    appeared 
in  our  columns  recently  from  the  pen 
of  Colonel   Andrew  Haggard,   one   of 
the   best    known     fishermen     on     tha 
Coast.      The    new    species    Is    a    very 
beautiful      type       ai|d      every     effort 
should  be  made  to  propagate   it.      In 
all  there  are  about  250  of  the  variety 
at    the  Cowlchan   Lake    Hatchery,    of 
which    60    were   shown   at   the   recent 
exhibition  at   Vancouver,    where    they 
attracted  considerable  notice.      Meth- 
ods should  bo  poaalble  of  adoption  to 
breed  from  these  fish  wh«n  they  reach 
maturity,   but  of  course  the  question 
will  arise  if  this  can  be  done  unless 
they   have   first  been   returned  to   tho 
salt  water  from  which  the  parent  fish 
came.     There  would  be  no  guarantee 
of  their  perpetuation  if  they  were  re- 
leased,   but    1(   should   Hiia  possible    to 
provide  an  enclosure  for  them  at  some 
point    In    Cowich^n   Baf   whdro    they 
could  be  kept  tdgether,   being  in  the 
course  of  time  returned  from  the  salt 
water  life  to  the  hatchery  for  breed- 
ing  purposes.     This  is  merely  a  sug- 
gestion and  may  not  be  praotlcal,  but 
there  are  a  number  of  authorities  on 
fish  culture  In  these  parte  whose  Inter- 
est should  be  aroused  over  a  discovery 
so  unusual  and  so  calculated  to  enlist 
attention.      No   doubt     Mr.     Kermode 
will  be  eager  to  secure  one  or  more 
specimens  for  the  Provincial  museum, 
and  biologists  may  t>e  able  to  explain 
the  cause  oT  the  phenomenon  and  tha 
best     methods     for     propagating    the 
species. 

In  speaking  of  fish  taken  from  the 
Cowlchan  River  there  is  once  again 
considerable  opposition  developing  to 
the  practioe  of  tho  Indiana  In  placing 
weirs  in  that  waterway,  so  justly 
celebrated  for  its  flahlng.  This  Is  an 
old-time  grievance  which  ahould  have 
been  definitely  remedied  long  alnee. 
Flahlng  haa  auffered  to  a  conalderable 
extent,  whloh  ia  all  tho  more  regret- 
table ainco  the  placing  of  wolra  aoch  aa 
are  in  uae  la  against  tho  UiW.  Those  who 
ara  responstblo  for  tho  onforoement 
of  the  fishing  rogulatloas  on  Vaneou- 
vor  Island  should  soo  to  It  the  tfw  la 
observed.  There  ia  no  plaoa  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  batter  known  for  Its 
fiahiAr^.>tlMHi  tho  Cowlchan  River. 
LargV  nambera  of  vfaitora  hai'^^^-eome 
horo*  purely  for  tha  purpoao  of  angling 
the  atroam,  but  there  Will  bo  fewOr  In 
the  fatttro .  unleaa  the  authorltloa  atop 
unhiwful  methods  of  daplotlng  tha 
rlvar  of  lt«  aupply.  We  fool  euro  tha 
poople  ^ef  Duncan  and  tho  whola 
Cowlchan  diatrlet  are  a  unit  In  this 
belief,  and  it  aoema  to  lie  within  the 
proviAoa  of  tho  membor  for  Nanalmo 
to  look  lato  tho  grlevaaco  which  In- 
Jurea  fishing  to  such  an  ontent  during 
at  ioaat  four  montha  of  tha  pair  when 
tha  wator  in  tho  rivor  la  low.

Captain  of  Anierican  Steamer 
Reports,  Following  Shots, 
Subnfiarine  Sank  With 
"Terrific  Explosion." 


STILl  ADVAIE 
IN  SOMME  AREA 


Australians  Push  Ahead  in 
Driving  Storm  in  Vicinity  of 
Hesbecourt— German  Coun- 
ter Attucks  Fail  in  Purpose. 


WASHINGTON.  Sept.  10— Deotruc- 
tlon  of  an  enemy  submarine  on  Septem- 
ber S,  off  the  Atlantic  coast  by  gundre 
from  the  Anierlean  steamer  Frank  H. 
Buck  was  reported  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment today  by  the  master  of  tlie  steam- 
er. He  said  that  two  uhota  were  ob- 
served to  hit  the  aubmeraiblp,  which 
sank  after  a  "terrible  explosion." 

The  submarine,  the  captain  said, 
opened  fir*  on  the  oteamer  at  a  r&nae 
of  1.400  yards,  but  when  It  found  after 
an  interchange  of  three  short  shots  that 
it  was  outraoaed  by  the  American's 
guns.  It  tried  to  draw  off.  It  was  then 
that  the  ship  put  two  shots  which  the 
captain    believes    destroyed    the    enemy. 

The  captain's  narrative,  as  summar- 
ised in  the  report  to  the  department 
follows: 

"On  Sept.  5.  at  8:25  am.,  an  enemy 
submarine  was  sighted  on  the  star- 
board bow  at  1.400  yards.  Tha  sub- 
nvarlne  opened  fire  with  two  six-Inch 
guns.  We  answered  the  Are  with  our 
forward  guns.  We  saw  the  shot  fall 
about  400  yards  short  and  immediately 
swung  stern  forward  to  submarine,  us- 
ing after  guns.  Our  shots  were  very 
close  to  the  submarine  and  the  submar- 
ine shrapnel  were  bursting  very  near 
to  us,  some  of  the  pieces  falling  upon 
our  deck  iraidshlps.

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WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  10.— The  continued 
downpour  of  a  cold  Kail  rain  has  thor- 
oughly drenched  the  battlefleld,  but  not- 
withsUnding  this.  Blight  line  stralfht- 
enlng  ^alns  have  been  again  made  by 
the  British  In  the  face  of  Increased  en- 
emy resistance  especially  in  the  region 
southwest   of  Cambral. 

The  line  northwest  and  southwsst  of 
Hesbecourt,  east  of  Rolsel,  has  been  ad-* 
vanced  by  Australian  troops  in  a  drlv- 
tas  storm  and  posU  have  tsien  esUb- 
Hshed  well  to  the  eastward  of  the  fore- 
front. In  the  same  general  locality  the 
British  forward  movement  oontlnues 
today. 

The  Germans  seem  to  have  thrown 
in  machine  gunners  here  and  as  they 
came  from  fresh  divisions,  they  are 
holding  out  a  little  better  than  the 
troops  they  relieved,  who  had  become 
so  fatigued  or  disheartened  that  some 
of  them  during  recent  dasrs  surrend- 
ered without  firing  a  shot  when  they 
saw  the  British  advancing. 

The  Germans  delivered  a  number  of 
counter-attacks,  but  all  except  one 
broke  down.  In  one  attaok  tho  Ger- 
mans penetrated  the  forward  posi- 
tions, but  the  line  was  restored  with- 
out muoh   dlfllculty.

"Upon  shots  striking  the  submarine 
we  saw  a  terrific  explosion  and  blaclt 
smoke  which  enveloped  the  submarine.

"The  engagement  lasted  29  min- 
utes. Some  of  the  fragments  of  the 
submarine  fell  on  our  decks  and  were 
picked  up  by  the  quartermaster  and 
chief  gunner's  mate.

"The  submarine  was  about  ^  300 
feet  long,  of  the  early  type  of"  Ger- 
man submarines,  with  high  bow,  and 
had  two  stx-inch  guns  close  to  the 
conning  tower  fore  and  aft.  8he 
fired  in  salvos,  using  about  sixty  shots 
altogether.  She  was  camouflaged 
and  flew  no  flags." 

The  Navy  Department  announced 
that  the  captain  of  the  Buck  Highy 
commended  the  efficiency  and  con- 
duct of  the  chief  gunner's  mate, 
Joseph  Steffens,  and  tho  entire  arm- 
ed  guard.

The  strength  of  the  Victoria  con- 
centration baae  for  troops  of  the  81- 
berUn  Kxpedltlonary  Force  will  be 
limited  to  three  thouaand  men  at  a 
time,  although  It  is  probable  that  a 
much  larger  number  will  pass  through 
and  receive  training  here  while  the 
local  camp  is  being  used.  According 
to  Information  received  yesterday  by 
Major-Qeneral  Leckle,  the  O.  O.  C, 
however,  at  no  one  time  will  there 
be  more  than  three  thousand  m^n 
quartered  here — two  full  battalions 
and  details. 

fio  news  has  yet  been  received 
from  Ottawa  as  to  where  the  camp 
is  to  be  located,  beyond  the  fact  that 
It  is  to  be  near  "Victoria,  and  as  yet 
it  is  not  known  wheal  the  canton- 
ment will  actually  be  established. 

In  the  meantime  steps  are  being 
made  to  complete  the  organization 
of  the  British  Columbia  Company  of 
the  force.  Major  David  Elmer 
Carleton  has  been  recommended  by 
General  Leckle  to  command  the  com- 
pany. The  nomination  of  the  second 
officer  in  command  has  yet  to  be  sent 
to  Ottawa,  The  choice  of  new  officers 
was  necessitated  by  the  failure  of 
Lieut. -Col.  Harvey  to  come  within 
the  age  limit  a.i  definitely  llxed  by 
the  Department  of  Mllltla  and  the 
rejection  of  Captain  i>avld  Orr  for 
the  same  reason. 

Major  Carleton  belonged  to  the 
famous  2th  Battalion  and  was  wound- 
ed In  May,  1915.  HIh  Injuries  uecesa- 
iUted  lengthy  hospital  treatment,  but 
he  Is  now  In  good  physical  condition 
and  has  passed  all  the  required  medi- 
cal tests.  He  is  at  present  serving 
with  the  Ist  Depot  Battalion  in  Van- 
couver.

Captain  Alexander  Wilson  Milligan. 
one  of  a  flchtlns  family,  has  been  Icill- 
ed  in  action,  according  to  a  wire  re- 
ceived yesterday  by  his  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  A.  MIlllKan,  1738  Lelghton 
Koad,  He  was  one  of  four  soldier  bro- 
thers, all  of  whom  huve  seen  hard 
service  in  France,  while  a  slater  ia  a 
Canadian  nurse  overseas. 

Capt.  MilllKan.  who  left  with  the  old 
7th  Battalion  as  a  private  was  previous- 
ly associated  with  the  legal  firm  of 
Harnard,  Robertson.  Heisterman  &  Talt. 
Me  was  several  times  wounded  and  on 
reaching  Kngland  his  physical  health 
was  such  that  ho  had  to  under  several 
operations,  and  while  convaleaclng  was 
engaged  In  the  Canadian  War  Records 
Offlce. 

L.ast  June  he  managed  to  get  back 
to  France,  and  had  been  through  all  the 
severe   fighting   since    then. 

About  thi4e  months  ago  hin  brother 
George,  a  lieutenant,  wan  killed  In  ac- 
tion. Another  brother.  Jack,  has  been 
a  prisoner  In  Germany  nearly  three 
years.  The  fourth  brother,  Charles,  who 
went  overaeas  an  a  lieutenant  In  the 
103rd  Battalion,  returned  from  France 
recently  on  nick  leave,  but  in  now  on 
hlH    way   back    to    the    front. 


Mr.  F.  E.  Winslow,  local  manager 
of  the  Koyal  Trust  Company,  receiv- 
ed word  yesterday  to  the  effect  that 
his  brother.  Major  Rainsford  Hannay 
Winslow,  died  of  wounds.  Last  Sun- 
day he  was  advised  that  his  brother 
had    been    only   slightly   wounded. 

Major  Winslow  left  Victoria  in 
June,  1915.  as  a  lieutenant  in  the 
48th  Battalion,  having  resigned  his 
position  as  engineer  to  the  Vancouver 
Harbour  CommissionerH.  When  war 
brolte  out  he  entered   the  army. 

Shortly  after  reaching  France  he 
was  promoted  to  captain. 

Later  he  was  attached  to  the  head- 
quarters staff  in  France.  He  was 
given  his  majority  last  April,  and  as- 
sumed command  of  the  Ist  Canadian 
Tramways  Company.  He  was  in 
charge  of  about  forty  miles  of  rail- 
way  behind   the   front    line   trenches. 

He  was  wounded  on  the  Somnie  in 
September,  1917.  I>uring  a  short 
leave  In  England  in  1916  he  married 
Miss  Doris  McLaggan.  of  Vancouver, 
Whose  brother.  Lieut.  Douglas  Mc- 
Laggan, left  Victoria  with  the  103rd 
Battalion,  and  was  killed  last  Novem- 
ber. Miss  McLaggan  was  at  that 
time  engaged  in  the  War  Office,  Lon- 
don. The  Major's  parents  are  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Winslow.  of  Freder- 
Icton,  N.B.,  wehre  he  was  born  on 
October  19,   1887.  * 

Captain  J.  A.  Winslow,  another 
brother,  died  of  wounds  In  France  in 
March.  1917.  There  Is  another  bro- 
ther, Capt.  R.  N.  Winslow,  now  with 
the  United  States  forces.  A  sister  is 
Mrs.  O.  D.  Ireland,  of  Vancouver,  and 
there  are  two  other  brothers  surviv- 
ing, one  living  with  the  parents  in 
Frederlcton  and  the  other  In  New 
Yorit.

That  the  profient  Is  an  opportune

Debate  on  Mayor  Todd's  propoaal 
to  unite  the  Municipality  of  Esquimau 
with  Ihe  Ctty  of  Victoria  had  to  b«  ad- 
journed laat  nivht  on  account  of  time 
ahortace  after  the  Mayor  had  briefly 
outHned  bla  scheme  and  there  had 
been  a  few  minutea  of  indeflnite  dis- 
ouaalon. 

Tboae  aldermen  who  did  speak  saw 
no  great  harm  in  calling  a  round- 
table  conference  with  representatives 
of  Esquimalt  coneernins  the  proposi- 
tion, but  aa  to  the  actual  mertt  of  the 
plan  they  refrained  from  talking, 
leaving  the  expression  of  their  opin- 
ions untU  next  week,  when  they  will 
havs  opportunity  to  speak  at  greater 
length.  It  was  not  until  11:10  that 
the  Mayor  waa  able  to  introduce  the 
question,  the  meeting  bemg  adjourned 
at  11:40. 

Mayor  Todd  vacated  his  chair  to 
support  his  own  resolution  favoring 
union.  He  remarked  that  he  thought 
It  waa  the  most  important  resolutions 
he  had  ever  moved.  Aid.  Porter  took 
the  chair. 

Should  PnD  Together 

-  The  Mayor  asked  the  aldermen  to 
look  at  the  map  and  see  for  them- 
selves the  geographical  reason  why 
Esquimau  and  Victoria  should  be  one. 
He  pointed  out  that  there  waa  Ukely 
to  be  extensive  industrial  progress  In 
Baquimalt  as  well  aa  in  Victoria,  and 
that  the  two  communities  could  get 
better  resulu  If  they  were  able  to  pull 
together. 

"This  la  no  new  Idea,"  he  urged. 
"Anyone  free  from  local  prejudices, 
any  stranger,  would  easily  see  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  union."  He  referred 
to  the  suggestion  that  the  ratepayers 
of  Bsquimalt  would  have  to  pay 
heavier  taxes  in  the  event  of  there 
being  amalgamation,  and  claimed  that 
this  argument  might  not  be  alto- 
gether correct.  He  explained  that 
the  assessment  of  acreage  was  higher 
In  Esquimau,  and  if  Esquimalt  should 
secure  any  big  shipbuilding  contracts, 
or  if  the  drydoek  should  be  built,  the 
necessary  expansion  in  municipal 
facniUes  of  aU  kinds  would  swell  the 
tax  rate  perceptibly. 

"We  would  then  have  the  singular 
circumstanoe."  ho  said,  "of  two  small 
cities  standing  side  by  side  in  a  small 
area  with  duplication  of  government, 
which  is  a  most  unreasonable  and  ex- 
trava^aqt  thing." 

Safecnard  Ratepayers 

He  proposed  that  if  amalgamation 
should  be  effected  there  should  be  a 
special  clause  in  the  agrreement  stip- 
ulating that  the  taxpayers  of  Esqui- 
malt should  not  pay  the  Increased 
city  tax,  If  any,  for  a  certain  number 
'  of  years. 

"A  serious  feature  is  the  fact  that 
the  more  wo  boost  for  Esqulraalt  In 
Its  effort  to  get  industries  on  the 
present  basis  the  more  business  we 
give  to  a  competitive  waterworks 
company."  he  declared.  "Our  plain 
duty  is  to  obtain  Industries  as  cus- 
tomers of  our  own  waterworks.  It 
would  be  unwise  for  us  to  consider 
any  amalgamation  plan  without  also 
considering  the  purchase  of  the  hold- 
ings of  the  Esquimalt  and  Ooldstream 
waterworka" 

The  Mayor  suggested  that  the  Es- 
quimalt municipal  council  and  the 
waterworks  companies  as  well  should 
be  approached  "In  the  frajikest  pos- 
sible manner,"  with  a  view  to  nego- 
tiating a  satisfactory  union.  He  want- 
ed the  Council  to  endorse  the  plan 
immediately,  as  he  was  prepared  to 
take  active  steps  at  once  towards 
bringing  steel  contracts  to  Victoria 
and   Esquimalt. 

Aid.  Sargent  asked  a  week's  pont- 
ponement.  but  Aldermen  Harvey  and 
Walker  saw  no  reason  for  delay.

is  claimed  to  be  the  most  up-to-date 
mechanical  street-cleaning  equip- 
ment flittered  away  last  night  when 
the  City  Council  turned  down  the 
recommendation  of  the  Streets  Com- 
mittee that  an  Elgin  sweeper  be 
bought. 

Chairman  Porter,  of  the  Streets 
Committee,  supported  by  City  Engi- 
neer F.  M.  Preston  and  Aid.  E.  B. 
Andros,  led  the  tflght  for  modern 
apparatba,  but  the  section  of  the 
aldermen  who  were  Inclined  to  be 
sceptical  about  "new-fangled"  de- 
vices and  who  saw  danger  in  abolish- 
ing victoria's  present  street  sweeping 
methods    won    out. 

"Tax  commissions  which  Victoria 
haa  got  at  present  are  a  reflection 
on  this  council  and  previous  coun- 
cils." said  Aid.  Porter.  "We  have 
had  to  pay  heavily  for  mismanage- 
ment and  antiquated  system  in  the 
past.  The  taxpayers  want  us  to  use 
business  methods,  and  Ifere  is  an  op- 
portunity of  doing  so." 

Save    $20,000    a   Year 

Mr.  Preston  claimed  the  Elgin 
sweeper,  which  would  cost  $8,360 
and  save  approximately  120,000  a 
year,  would  t>9  able  to  sweep  every 
street  Iji  the  city  every  four  and  a 
half  dtiys. 

Aid.  Fullerton  submitted  personal- 
ly worke^iout  statistics  to  show  that 
two  machines  would  have  to  be  used 
to  keep  Victoria's  streets  "the  clean- 
est   In    the    world." 

Aid.  Harvey,  who  was  the  oaly 
member  of  the  Streets  Committee  to 
register  a  negative  vote  when  the 
question  waa  considered  last  week, 
again  protested  against  "precipitate 
haste."  He  claimed  the  propostion 
was  too  indeflnite  as  to  the  city's 
guarantee. 

Aid.  Sargent  said  the  money  for 
the  machine  would  go  out  of  town, 
whereas  the  money  paid  to  laborers 
stayed  here.  The  men  discharged 
from  the  street  maintenance  service 
were  old  and  no  one  wanted  to  em- 
ploy them.  They  would  become  a 
city   charge   In   the   Old    Men's  Home. 

A  resolution  to  leave  the  Elgin 
sweeper  alone  was  passed  4  to  6, 
Mayor   Todd    not   voting. 


WILL  ENQUIRE  AS  TO 
GORGE  BRIDGE  RIGHTS 

Saanlch   Council   Controls     Half     the 

BridKC,   and   No  Other   Authority 

WanU  the  Rest 


The  question  of  exactly  what  are 
thp  boundaries  of  Saanich  at  the 
Gorge  bridge  came  up  for  discussion 
at  laift  night's  meeting  of  the  Saanlch 
Counoll.  and  after  spending  an  hour 
In  discussion  the  Council  was  fain  to 
give  up  the  problem  and  will  ask  the 
aid  of  the  Provincial  Government  as 
to   the  correct   delineation. 

The  matter  waa  brought  up  by  a 
letter  from  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment of  the  Province,  which  declined 
to  place  footwalks  on  .  the  Gorge 
bridge,  on  the  ground  that  the  bridge 
was  not  a  Provincial  asset. 

The  Council  was  Informed  that  the 
theoretical  division  of  authority  aa  to 
the  bridge  was  placed  at  the  centre 
of  the  structure,  tout  there  was  no 
map  In  existence  Rhowlng  that  aa  be- 
ing the  boundary  of  SaanUh  other 
than  an  old  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
map,   which   was  not  official. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Government 
admits  that  the  authority  of  Elsqui- 
malt  Township  only  extends  as  far  as 
the  high-water  mark  on  the  south 
side,  and  also  that  the  fifteen  feet  of 
the  bridge  between  high -water  mark 
and  the  centre  of  the  bridge  was  un- 
organised   territory. 

After  arguing  over  the  question  of 
who  should  pay  for  the  erection  of 
footpaths,  the  Council  suddenly  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  there  i^'as  no 
hurry  aftmut  the  matter  anyway,  as 
the  holiday  season  was  a<>out  over 
and  there  would  be  about  eight 
months  in  which  to  And  out  who  is 
who  regarding  tho  matter,  and  also  to 
see  if  Victoria  would  aid  In  placing 
the  required  paths,  as  It  Is  city  holi- 
day-makers who  throng  the  bridge 
and  are  running  risks  from  passing 
automobiles.

SAYS  BARGAIN  SPIRFT 
AIDS  TAX  COLLEaiNG 

Heeive  Borden  and     Saanlch     Oonnctl 

I^avor     Retention     of     Preeent 

System  of  Rebating  Taxes 


The  greater  portion  of  last  night's 
session  of  the  Saanlch  Council  was 
consumed  In  a  discussion  of  the  pro- 
posals which  will  be  brought  up  at 
the  fortlioomlng  Union  of  Municipal- 
ities Convention  at  Penticton  and  the 
instructions  which  should  He  given  to 
the    delegates   from    Saanlch. 

Ho  lengthy  did  the  argumMits  be- 
come that  It  was  closing  time  before 
the  Councillors  were  aware  of  It.  and 
an  extension  was  required  In  order 
that  the  routine  business  could  be  at- 
tended to. 

One  of  the  main  points  considered 
was  what  attitude  the  Saanlch  dele- 
gates should  take  on  the  question  of 
replacing  the  present  inducements  for 
early  payment  of  taxes  by  other  more 
rational  methods.  The  proposals 
which  will  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion call  for  the  abolition  of  the  one- 
sixth  rebate  which  Is  at  present  in 
vogue  and  Us  replacement  by  a  sys- 
tem of  progressive  additions  to  a  net 
initial  tax  charge  If  the  payment  is 
not  made  by  a  set  date.  Reeve 
Borden  thought  that  as  the  principle 
of  heavy  reductions  for  cash  was  en- 
dorsed by  all  large  business  interests 
such  as  the  lighting  companies,  water- 
works or  large  stores,  it  must  be 
fundamentally  sound,  although  derid- 
ed by  the  experts,  and  he  felt  that  the 
general  attitude  of  the  public  was 
"give  us  a  bargain  and  you  get  our 
money."  His  opinion  was  supported 
by    the   majority   of   the   Councillors. 

Another  point  which  created  a  long 
discussion  was  the  proposal  to  insti- 
tute a  Local  Government  Board,  to 
which  all  municipal  by-laws  would 
have  to  be  su4>mltted  for  approval. 

The  Saanlch  delegates  to  the  Con- 
vention are  Reeve  Borden,  Councillor 
Dl«gon  and  Municipal  Clerk  Cowper, 
and  they  will  leave  at  the  end  of  this 
week,  as  the  Convention  meets  next 
Tuesday.  The  same  delegatea  will 
also  represent  the  municipality  at  the 
Good  Roads  Convention,  which  is  be- 
ing held  at  Pentirton  at  the  same 
time  OH  the  ITnlon  holds  Its  gathering.

great  drawback  as  it  waa  formerly 
considered,  owing  to  the  changes  in 
making  and  cutting  a  garment.  |lr. 
Burrougha  also  says  that  super-cotton, 
eqaaUag  wool  in  durability,  is  a  paa' 
sibillty  and  a  fact. 

The  writer  concludes <"At  the  pres- 
ent time  cotton,  either  alona  or  usad 
in  combination  with  wool,  offera  not 
only  ample  aources  of  supply,  but  also 
possesses  properties  of  Its  own  which 
to  a  large  extent  aompenaata  for  thOaa 
it  lacks  In  comparison  with  wool,  and 
which  make  it  possible  under  soiaa* 
tlflc  treatment  for  it  to  be  used  suo- 
ceeafuliy  aa  a  aatlafactory  subatltuta. 

"The  general  oonolnsioa  will  ba 
that  we  are  aatarlng  upon  a  naw 
period  of  evolution  ia  the  uaa  of  gar* 
ment-maklng  maurlais  rathar  than 
about  to  witnaaa  aay  abrupt  or  rsdlsal 
ohanga.  Tha  clothing  nMmuCaet««w>B, 
haying  come  into  hla  kingdom,  wltl 
see  to  it  that,  straw  or  no  atraw,  tha 
bricks  will  be  made,  avan  tJiaavh  at 
praaent  nnthought  of  subotitataa  hum 
to  ba  found.  In  tha  old  dajra,  wWh 
all  Uiiorlng  waa  individual  taJlortag, 
thia  woyM  probably  hava  baan  lases.

In  about  ^ve  months  a  1,600  ton 
salllnar  schooner  will  have  been  built 
upon  the  keel  which  was  laid  Monday 
mi^lnB  at  the  Cholberr  Shipyards 
and  will  slide  into  the  water  at  Mud 
Bay.  The  men  are  working  on  the 
keel  at  the  present  time,  and  at  the 
end  of  this  week  another  keel  will 
be  hauled  out  of  the  water  and  put 
In  place,  to  be  followed  by  yet 
another  In  about  a  week's  time. 
This  will  utilise  the  three  ways  now 
ready,  and  a  fourth  keel  will  be  laid 
as  soon  as  a  place  has  been  prepared 
for  It.  The  time  necessary  to  com- 
plete a  boat  will  be  shortened  as  the 
yard  gets  really  golngr,  and  the  nine 
ships  for  which  Mr.  Cholberg  has 
contracts  will  keep  the  lant  busy  for 
two  years.

out  giving  any  reaaons  at  all  or 
abowiag  upon  what  basis  the  award 
has  been  arrived  at.  The  consequence 
is  that  such  an  award,  however  ex- 
trayagant  or  Illegal,  cannot  under  the 
preaent  Municipal  Act,  be  questioned. 
This  undoubtedly  has  reaulUd  In  seri- 
oua  losses  not  only  to  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria but  to  other  munlcipalltiee. 

Accordingly,    I    suggest    that    if    the 
arbitration  system   ia   to  be   preserved 
In  the  new  act,  the  same  right  of  ap- 
peal should  be  conferred  as  now  exists 
in    respect    of   arbitrations    under    the 
Ontario  Municipal  Act.  and  also  under 
both   the   Dominion   Railway   Act   and 
the    Provincial    Railway   Act,    as    well 
aa  Municipal  Acta  of  other  Provlacee. 
Under   these   acts   either    pkrty    is     at 
liberty  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  court 
from  the  award,  and  all  the  evidence 
and  proceedings  before  the  arbitjratora 
are  aubjeot  to  review  and  consideration 
by  the  court,  exactly  as  In  the  case  of 
an   appeal   from   the   Judgment   in   an 
action.       Under    these    circumstances, 
if  tha  arbltratora   have   proceeded   on 
a  wron«  principle  of  law,  or  have  dls- 
rotnrdad    material    evidence,    the    In- 
juaticO  oan  be  remedied  by  the  court 
and   the  award  varied,   or  the   whole 
proeaadlngs  sent  baek  to  the  arbitra- 
tor for   further  hearing,    or    for   re- 
hearing.    I  can  conceive  of  no  reason 
why  tha  same  principles  should  not  be 
applicable   in   BHUsh   Columbia. 

Moreover,  I  am  stronlrly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  dotermlnation  of 
th^MI  matters  by  arbiiraters  is  in  any 
avaat  an  extra  vacant  aad  unsatisfac- 
tory mode  of  adjudication,  ^nd  I  sug- 
f«at  that  all  dalras  for  compensation 
abonld  be  detemiinad  either  by  the 
ant^fifntf  Court  or  County  Court,  ao- 
00f4lng  to  the  amount  involved.  In- 
stead of  by  arbitrators,  with  the  usual 
richt  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
th*  court.     My  reasons  are  tw>o-fold. 

First,  in  these  municipal  arbitra- 
tions intricate  questions  of  law  are 
practically  always  involved,  which  the 
ordinary  lay  arbitrator  is  incapable 
of  understanding. 

Second,  the  expenses  of  an  arbitra- 
tion are  invariably  much  greater  than 
thoaa  of  similar  proceedings  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  Infinitely  greater 
than  in   the  County  Court. 

In  the  first  place,  the  three  arbi- 
trators are  entitled  to  be  paid  J 25  each 
per  day.  whereas  the  Judges  of  the 
courts  are  always  available  without 
additional  expense.  In  the  second 
place,  our  courts  have  laid  down  the 
rule  that  the  solicitors'  costs  in  arbi- 
tration proceedings  are  to  be  taxed  or 
allowed  on  a  liberal  scale,  but  no  such 
principle  has  ever  been  established 
with  respect  to  the  cosu  in  court  pro- 
ceedings. The  result  is  that  munici- 
palities who  are  unsuccessful  on  arbU 
trations,  as  they  almost  invariably 
are,  are  compelled  to  pay  practically 
double  the  amount  of  solicitors'  costs 
which  would  have  been  taxable  against 
them  for  similar  proceedings  in  the 
courts,  Jn  addition  to  paying  |75  per 
day  for  the  arbitrators'  fees,  as  already 
mentioned. 

I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
this  portion  of  the  act  ia  one  which 
should  receive  very  careful  consider- 
ation at  the  convention  and  that  very 
drastic  changes  should  be  made  from 
the   present   act. 

Re  Tax  Sales — I  suggest  that  you 
should  also  have  provision  made  in 
the  new  act  by  which  owners  who  pay 
up  the  arrears  of  uxes.  Interest  and 
costs  before  their  property  is  actually 
sold  shoald  net  be  compelled  to  pay 
the  collectors  commission,  which  is 
at  present  5  per  cent,  and  under  the 
-present  act  must  be  paid  as  a  con- 
diUon  of  redemption  when  once  the 
property  has  hewn  advertised  for  sale. 
even  aKhough  it  has  not  actually  been 
sold.  You  can  easily  understand  what 
a  hardship  the  present  act  may  im- 
pose in  this  respect,  and  I  have  met 
with  several  instances  In  which  such 
hardship  has  actually  occurred.  This 
shoald  be  put  beyond  all  doubt  in  the 
new  act.
